CUTWORM DAMAGE 
FORECAST FOR 1948. 

Mr. N. A. Jacobson. Dominion en¬ 
tomologist at Lethbridge announces 
that during the 1918 season damage 

.from tlie pul« western cutworm was 
not generally widespread, that the 

severity of damage may have been 
lessened by the unusual spring and 
by the late seeding. Damage, how¬ 
ever, can be expected during the 
1949 season. 

The effective way to prevent such 
damage next year is to have all 
weed growth destroyed by the first 
of August and then to allow allsum- 
merfallowed fields to ie undisturb¬ 
ed without cultivation during August 
and the first half of September, for 
his will prevent the cutworm moths 
from layilig their eggs. It has been 
found that cutworm moths will not 
lay their eggs in fields that are free 
from weeds and crusted from rains.

Remember paralysis does not 
follow as an inevitable aftermath of 
polio, some may have the disease 
and have no paralysis, and of those 
paralyzed 75% of the patients us¬ 
ually recover without any handicap. 

Polio is caused by a virus so 


small that it cannot be seen with 
''n ordinary microscope. The incubat 
on period is usually between four 
ind ten days. The virus enters the 
body through the nose and back ot 
he throat, through the larynx, the 
trachea (windpipe), and the bronchi; 1 
tubes and through the digestive 
tract. Personal contact is a likely 
means of transmitting the infection 
from one person to another. 

Although polio is in many respects 
a mysterious disease, certain facts 
have been proved beyond a doubt. 
We do know that flies carry the 
polio virus, that it is found in poll¬ 
uted water supplies. It is known that 
extreme fatigue, staying in cold 
water all predispose to making an

Taking its 
name from Mackinac Island in Lake 
Union this cloth is thick, well felted 
and well napped. It is usually wov 
en In plaid or other colour combin 
ations in weights up to 40 ounces to 
the yard. 

The story of Mackinaw cloth goes 
back to the War of 1812 when Brit 
ish forces captured the Island ol 
Mackinac—The Gibraltar of Lake 
Huron -and held it to the end of the 
war. Blockaded by American force* 
the garrison was forced to turn it* 
supply of point blankets into outei 
garments. The makeshift coats o. 
blanket cloth were so much warmei 
and more weatherproof than the 
standard issue greatcoats that, heii 
lame spread throughout the noth. 

Poln blankets had been used b> 
traders since the earliest adys ot 
the Indian trade and were ncommon 
item of exchange for furs. Some o. 
the first Canadian woollen mill ad: 
pted this cloth, now called Mackinaw 
cloth, for use in outer garments b\ 
making a < loser leave and increa* 
ing the geight. At least one Canaci 
ian firm has been making this cloth 
since the 1880‘s. 

Today, what was once a m I t: • 
exped ent has become standard Io: 
the outdoors man. In lighter weight*, 
the cloh is used for sports garments. 
Erport of the cloth to the United 
States is not possible because of the 
high U.S. tariff rates but many a 
US. tourist and sportsman carrie 
home a Mackinaw shirt or trousers

In general, treatment of the dis¬ 
ease is as follows: during the acute 
stage, which lasts two weeks the 
treatment is the same us for any ill 
person. As soon as possible, physical 
therapy is employed to keep the mus¬ 
cles healthy and to re-establish the 
patients cognisance of muscle fund- 
ion. Pool therapy, exercise, massage 
and electrical Humiliation may also 
be part of the program for keeping 
muscles healthy awaiting the resum¬ 
ption of nerve impulses. 

Although 75 7r of the patients us¬ 
ually recover without any handicaps 
there are some who will remain 
with varying degrees of paralysis 
despite modern treatments. Even for 
these unfortunate 25 percent mod¬ 
ern surgery can do ranch to restore 
them to healthy active citizens. 

What can we do to guard our 
children and the children of others 
from this disease? Medical experts 
advance the following suggestions: 

(1) Avoid contact with known 
cases of polio. 

(2) Keep out of crowds during 
an epidemic. 

(3) Do not swim in polluted wat¬ 
er. avoid chilling by st tying too long 
in the water. 

(4) Avoid physical fftigue and 


haustlon. 

(5) Keep hands doan by washing 
before meals and after going to the 
toilet. 

(6) Keep garbage ami waste cov¬ 
ered ho an not to attract files. 

(7) Ptjotoct food from oxa»oB\ii^[ 
to riles ami Insects. 

(S) Wash fresh frulL-juid new veg- 
etahlcs before eating. / 

(9) Avoid operations for removal 
of tonsils and adenoids during a pol¬ 
io epidemic. 

(10) Remember that stomach flu’, 
summer complaint dysentery or any 
Infection of the bowlea may predis¬ 
pose to a polio Infection. 

Be on the alert for symptoms. 
Any Infection during a polio epidem¬ 
ic should be viewed suspiciously un¬ 
til front! that it is NOT polio. If 
suspicious symptoms do occur, or
